I ask of judicious and practical men the 
questions: What is the advantage of the Na¬ 
vy. 'Mint is its functions in peace? What 
i ues it accomplish in war? In plain words, 
what is the use of the Navy ? 

A few years since, it was taken for granted 
that a navy was absolutely necessary. This 
was the established public opinion; none 
questioned the utility of our ships of war.— 
Lighting vessels were deemed as important 
as colleges or schools. But the times have 
changed. 1 he question is now boldly and 
openly asked, all over New England, what is 
tiie use of the navy? It is asked, not only by 
ultra peace men who set themselves against 
all wars, defensive and offensive, hut by those 
who still hold to the opinion that, at times, 
war is unavoidable. There are very many 
who can see no iienefit from the navv'in time 
if peace, ami who regard the fighting ships 
is the means of useless slaughter in time of 

A very common apology for the espendit- 
ire for our navy—by those who take' a limit¬ 
’d view of the subject—is, that the money is 
tot wasted, for it supports mechanics* arti- 
ians, seamen and officers, giving to them their 
means of living. It is true that it thus affords 
to many their support. The navy is popular 
oug those towards whom the money flows 
i in golden streams. For instance, the a*, 
pays annually to about sixty men, as cap- 
ns, a quarter of a million of dollars. The 
building and repairing and sailing one ship of 
the line disburses one million of dollars.— 
There are many who thus desire to live out 
nf the public. Since the accession of Mr. 
Folk, in the short space of three or four 
months, there heve been several thousand ap¬ 
plications for midshipmen’s warrants. For 
ne vacant office, that of 84 lieutenant of ma¬ 
nes, there were over twelve hundred appli- 
mts. But we ask, who pays the money for 
ic navy? it comes from the pocket of those 
ho have earned it. It is a mere transfer 
■nrn hand to hand. The nation does not 
ain. The nation, in fact, loses when it sup- 
orts men who do nothing for the common 

The next answer to our question—and it is 
the answer most relied upon—is, a navy is 
needed for the protection of ecrninierce. Com¬ 
merce is the interchange of merchandize, the 
circulation throughout the v orld of the con¬ 
veniences and luxuries of life. It supplies 
tiie United States with the productions of oth¬ 
er countries, and furnishes other countries 
with the surplus goods of our own. We do 
not underrate the value of commerce. It 
builds up our cities. It supplies many wants. 

It accumulates capita! and stimulates the pro¬ 
ductive industry of our citizens. 

But, our country could have all this profit¬ 
able commerce, w'ithout owning a single ton 
of shipping, without one sail on^ the ocean, 
hearing the stars and stripes. Foreign ves¬ 
sels would carry on our freighting as well, as 
cheaply, as our own, and do their own fight¬ 
ing, if fighting were necessary to pi¬ 
th eni. The carrying trade is a distinct hr 
of business. The owning of ships has no 
essary connection with commerce, more than 
carting or wagoning has with the merchant’! 
purchases and sales.

Seventeen hundred merchant ships must be j 
thus profitably employed every year to earn 
the annual expenses of our navy, if every 
ship clears #4000 per annum! 

W e have about 100,000 tons of shipping en¬ 
gaged in the foreign trade, which is, two 
housand.ships, averaging five hundred tons 
uich. The cost of this shipping is #60 per 
on. The actual value of our mercantile ma- 
ine is about #40 per ton, taking them togeth¬ 
er, new and old. ’This would make the vai- 
le of our shipping to he forty millions of dol¬ 
lars, about five times the annual cost of our 
navy. Our navigation, therefore, must earn 
every year, or benefit the country, 20 per 
nit. of its value, to pay for its protection by 

The ship owner does not, upon an average,

employment of our ships by our commerce. 

In time of peace, all the protection for me

In war there u 
no navigation to be protected; vessels of lieu 
tral nations then make the profit, they no the 
business; the vessels of belligerents rot qui¬ 
etly at the wharves, it is not, then, either 
for our commerce or our navigation that we 
need the navy. . 

The use of the armed force in war is ioi 
two purposes: to protect our own country 
and to annoy and distress' the enemy, ^et u# 
see which function our navy discharges, if it 
discharge either. 

'J he navy is no protection to our homes, to 
our fireside, to our country, in war. For this 
we rely on the army, the militia, the forts anil 
onnter the 1 military posts. Anchored in our harbors, our

What matter who succeeds; who has the lit¬ 
tle victory? Tears of the bereaved, it is true 
fall; the wail of orphans goes up to God and 
there is sorrow in both the countries at every 
But however sanguinary this gu- 
epjjtl a warfare, whatever be the number killed 
ither side, or how many wagons destroy- 
. t has no effect whatever seriously to ben¬ 
efit either nation, or induce either to sue for 
peace. Such is a naval warfare, most glori- 
is and chivalric! 

There is one apology for a navy, which, 
hen it is mentioned, cannot fail to create a 
mle. It was once said, that a navy was 
necessary, if our nation were jn this predica¬ 
nt, If it had declared war, and a nation 
inst whom issued the proclamation of war, 
not chbose to attack us, then how could 
fight without a navy to go iu quest of a 

ire you a Christian, and,.can you 
support an establishment, the only function of 
which is useless carnage—offensive war?— 
We do not now say to you that you should not 
call out the army, or build forts for your pro¬ 
tection. You may not be prepared to carry 
out iu full the principle of “overcoming evil 
with good.” But if you claim the name of 
Christian, how can you support a navy use- 
arid which in war carries on the 


the name of common sense, give up useless 
murder, Do not make unnecessary slaught¬ 
er. Defend your country, if you will, but re¬ 
member that your trade and commerce with 
other countries are not worth fighting for! 
yoii annihilate trade and commerce by the 
very declaration of war. 

Unpopular as this view may appeal 
some, depend upon it, the time is rapidly ap¬ 
proaching when fighting will be deemed diV 
graceful to civilized people. In saying this 
we cast no reflection upon the officers of the 
navy, or upon its present friends. Their ed¬ 
ucation and habits of life caus-e them to look 
upon tbis service in a false light. When true 
light comes to their minds, they will be ready 
to abandon the navy at once. “Onward,"' 
the watchword of every heroic soul.

A drenching rain, which lasted through 
most of the day, began at the very hour of 
the morning to prevent the most from attend¬ 
ing. This unpropitious aspect of the weath¬ 
er compelled a great many who had designed 
to come in early in the morning before the 
meeting, to abandon the design. Enough 
were present, however, to represent nearly 
every section of the county, and the interest 
of the meeting wus sustained to its very close. 

Very little delay was caused by preliminary 
organization, and irrelevant discussion of mi¬ 
nor matters, anil the whole time was givuu to 
the earnest presentation of the fundamental 
principles or this great reform.
